By all ihe tremendous pow- 


er of a president commanding millions 
of civil and military subordinates and 
controlling the expenditures If they did 
not submit their Judgment to tho pres- 
idential will." 


The treaty they were called upon lo 


consider, Mr, Root declared, "was fa- 
tally defective In several respects, not 
only from the standpoint of the vital 
Interests of the United Slates, but con- 
sidered as an Instrument designed to 
secure the future peace of the world."

Root, Is that they prevent the "Incred- 
ible mistake'1 of article X. The agree- 
ment In that article "to preserve as 
against external 'aggression the ter- 
ritorial Integrity and existing: politi- 
cal Independence of all members of the 
league.'"'he argued, binds the United 
States when occasion arises lo defend 
every member of the league by armed 
forco against external Aggression "no 
matter what our people al the linio 
think about the right and wrong of 
the controversy, or about the wisdom 
or folly of entering upon. it. 


"It seems clear to me that In the 


Interests of the world's peace, which 
all America desires to promote, this 
treaty ought lo be ratified with t!ic 
reservations of the senate, and that.

tHIMOSE COMPAXIBS 


SHANGHAIvr-.An order In coun- 


cil issued by the British government 
In London, of which notice hos been 
received here, requires that

under British register.

Its 
c-ssentlal part reads:

cuss the new order. At Iheso letters 
were drafted anil addressed to

British chamber of commerce"and the 
British china association.

mercial Interests wero told that If an

Forty-one cases

Four:rninute speakers will speak from 
theatre stages tonight to.add impetus to the 'plan. The'corporations will be lined up to 
offer every'available truck, pung and man. 
The police and firemen will co-operate, and in 


fact, it will be all Lowell digging herself out of a mess, which if not removed, will exact 
a heavy toll on property amounting up into thousands of .dollars in event of a thaw. 


A band has been secured for tomorrow morning and will le"ad the parade of 


shovelers and "pickers" once it gets in motion. High school boys and larger bays from 
elementary schools will be swept into line by a committee headed by Principal Henry H.- 
Harris of the high school. 


Every sleigh and track owner in the city is asked to place his vehicles in the hands 


of the mayor or Chamber of Commerce for use in carting away the snow. Everybody 
who joins the big parade MUST bring his own shovel. 
' 


The downtown streets will be tackled first and as soon as these main avenues of 


'traffic are cleared out, the "mob" will radiate into the more removed thoroughfares. How 
long the workers will stick at it is not known, but the job will be done thoroughly. 
Gutters will be opened up and the ice knocked out of the catch basins and sewers. 


Everyone is eligible who can wield a pick or handle a shovel, provided he brings his 


own. 
There is a great job ahead, and much for willing hands to do.

of tho proposition which called for the 
teaching of health matters In connec- 
tion with the physical training of the 
children. 


American Expeditionary Forces durln
